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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The drawings were received on 01-08-2009. These drawings are acceptable. 

Response to Amendment/Argument 

2. The applicant's amendment filed on 01-08-2009 along with the remark in pages 
5-6 is sufficient to overcome the examiner's previous ground of rejection under 35 USC 
112, 1st paragraph. 

The applicant's amendment filed on 01-08-2009 along with the remark in page 6- 
7 is sufficient to overcome the examiner's previous ground of rejection under 35 USC 
103(a). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 16-17, 19-21 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior arts fail to disclose or suggest the step of anodizing the substrate by immersion the 
substrate in an anodization solution, retaining the pattering layer in the depression of 
the protrusion-depression structure, to form holes on the substrate, starting from the 
depression side, wherein the residual film is removed during anodization without 
conducting an etching step, wherein the depression of the protrusion-depression 
structure contains a residual film of the aluminum alkoxide in combination with all other 
limitation in the claims.
